Congressman Cnlem 
Powers and Bcvera! other persons, 
were arrested. 

Many prominent persons have at- 
tempted for years to obtain the re- 
lease of Youtsey. 

Former governor (loebel was mur- 
dered In 1900. 

Curtis Jett, of Jackson, who was one 
of the principal figures in the famous 
Cockrill-llnrgls feud, and who has 
been serving a life term In the pen- 
tentlary here on a charge of participa- 
ting in the killing of Jim Cookrlll and 
J. B. Marcum, both of Jackson, also 
was paroled today^ 

He left thlB city tonight for Madison 
county, where he will visit Robert 
Wells, at Doylesville. a schoolboy 
friend and will not go hack to his old 
home until next spring, when be will 
attend the Wilmore College to prepare 
himself for the ministry. 

Jett has been In jail and In prison 
for 16 years. He was arrested In 
Breathitt county In May. 1902, on both 
charges and the cases were transfer- 
red to Harrison county, where he was 
tried and convicted, and has been In 
the penitentiary here for fourteen and 
one half years. 

During the last 11 years of Jctt's 
service in the penitentiary he has been 
preaching, and has been assisting the 
Chaplain.

December II— An 
enlarged program for the association 
next year and Immediate notion by 
Congreaa In making necessary im- 
provements in the Ohio River were j 
urged by speakers todav addressing 1 
delegates attending the i wenty-fourth j 
annual meeting of the Ohio Valley Im- I 
provemont Aaaoclatli u in session at j 
the Seelhach Hotel. 

Speakers, including Colonel Lansing 
H. Beach. United StatoB Division Kn- | 
glneer. and James Lee Smith, of St. I 
Louis. President of the Mississippi 
Waterways Association, declared that 
t lie time has come for the Ohio Valley 
Improvement Association to deal With 
the many waterways Improvement 
problems in a big way. 

Congress was scored by Kdlson C. 
Gihbs, a retired marine Insurance man 
of Cincinnati, for its delay In making 
river improvements. "For 26 years, 
under the the leadership of Colonel 
John L. Vnnce, we have labored long 
and patiently, and I think the time has 
come to speak out." said Mr. Gihbs. 

2a 
dams have been built, while 58 dams 
are needed. He said the time has 
come to aBk Congress If the people 
will have to wait as long for the bal- 
ance as they have waited for those 
which have been built. However, he 
said, the dams In recent years have 
been coming faster, and this, he said, 
has been due largely to the work ami 
efforts of Colonel Ijinsing II.

Washington. December ll--Kxten- 
aiou of the period of government con- 
trol of railroads for live years, until 
January 1, lSt4, was recommended to 
Congress tonight hv Director-General 
McAdoo. Advantage< of this. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo snld are that It would take the 
railroad question out of politics for 
the present, give time for carrying out 
an extensive progrnm of improve- 
ments and provide opportunity for a 
fair test of unified control to indicate 
the permanent solution of the railroad 
problem. 

"The President has given me per- 
mission to say that Ibis conclusion ac- 
cords with bis own view of the motlcr" 
Mr. McAdoo concluded. 

The letter was addressed to Senator 
Smith, or South Carolina, and Repre- 
sentative Simms. chairmen, respec- 
tively of the Senate and House inter- 
state commerce committees. Mr. Mc- 
Adoo explained that to continue gov- 
ernment operation for twenty-cno 
months after formal declaration of 
peace under present conditions Wjuld 
mean dlaauptlon of morale among em- 
ployes and officers and could not en- 
able the government to go ahead with 
Improvements and purchase of equip- 
ment Another alternative. the 
prompt return of the railroads to pri- 
vate control, without legislation to 
permit elimination of the old Wasteful 
competition, would be "hurtful nlike 
to the public interest end to the rail- 
roada themselves." he said and the dif- 
ficulty of obtaining immediate legisla- 
tion providing a permanent solution. 
Is nnparent. 

"There is one. ami to my mind only 
one. practicable and wise alternative" 

Mr. McAdoo continued, "and that is to 

extend the period of federal control 
from the one year and nine months 
provided by the present Inw, to five 
years, or until the first day of January 
piL't."

Noth- 
ing which we may do will be left un- 
done, either for the mon in the war 
tone, their families at home, to whom 
will continue to be devoted the minis- 
trations of the Red Cross Home Serv- 
Ice," promises Mr. Davison. 

Volunteer Aid Needed. 

"The wake of the war will, however, 
reveal the prevalence of disease, and 
give rise to emergencies which in all 
parts of the world will call for unlim 
Red voluntary effort. 

"Here will be the opportunity for 
the American Red Cross. But even 
our Red Cross must not act and can- 
not act most effecUvely alone; we 
must labor in co-operation with the 
national Red Cross and relief societies 
of other nations, to the end that not 
alone the heart of America but tho 
heart of all mankind may be mobilized 
on behalf of suffering humanity." 

Mr. Davison declares the American 
Red Cross to be planning "to develop 
Its permanent organisation In this 
country on a scale never before con- 
templated in time of peace." 

Home Work to Grow. 

"Study," he says, "Is being given by 
the national organization not alone to 
problems of International relief, but to 
plans in this country for enlarged 
home service, promotion of public 
health education, development of 
nursing, care and prevention of acci- 
dents and other co-related lines which 
may contribute to the health and hap- 
piness of men, women and children. 

"The work of supplementing govern- 
mental activities, which the Red Cross 
will be called upon to do in all parts 
of the world, will be upon a gTeat 
scale, but it will call for human serv- 
ice rather than for large expenditures. 

"What the Red Cross needs now Is 
not so much contributions of money, 
as the continued devotion and loyalty 
of its members. 

Join and Serve! 

"Annual membership involves the 
payment of only one dollar. 

"The money thus received not only 
defrays all the administrative ex- 
penses of the organisation, but leaves 
a substantial balance, which, together 
with ail funds subscribed directly for 
relier, are solely devoted to that pur 
pose. 

"The Roll Call of the nation Is thus 
to be called at Christmas time, that 
through enrollment in the Red Cross 
the American people may send a mes- 
sage to our soldiers still overseas and 
to the peoples of the world that we are 
not merely content with seeing our 
arms united with our allies In victor}', 
but that our abiding purpose is that 
the love, the sympathy and the inteili 
gence of ail Amerlea shall be rededi- 
cated to the permanent service of man- 
kind."

Thousands of V. S. Soldiers Will Ite- 
celve Their lllNrhanre Papers 
From Kentucky ( amp. 



The 84th (Lincoln) Division, a Na- 
tional Army organization, commanded 
by Mnj. Gen. Harry 0. Hale, which 
was formed lit Camp Zachary Taylor; 
the 38th Division, n National Guard 
organization OOfflpoted principally of 
troops from Kentucky. Indiana and 
West Virginia, will be demobilized at 
Louisville, and Camp Zachary Taylor, 
as one of the largest demobilization 
tenters in the I'nltcd States, will re- 
main in operation bIx month! or 
more. It is cstimnted, while severnl 
hundred thousand 'soldiers are being 
passed through this station and re- 
turned to civil life. 

In fact, all soldiers, whether In di- 
visions or smaller units, whose homes 
nre within n radius of SiiO miles of the 
Kentucky cantonment, will be muster- 
ed out of the military service there 
The official announcement was made 
at camp headquarters yesterday.

WILL ENFORCE DOG LAW 

The following letter from Commls- 
.ioner or Agriculture Mat S. Cohen 
to County Clerk J. J. Owens, will ex- 
plain itself: 

County Clerk J. J. Owens. Dear Sir: 
Replying to yours or November 30, 
in which you ask in case a man should 
come to the office between the 5th and 
loth of January and ask to have li- 
cense issued him tor his dog or dogs 
whether or not you should issue or re- 
ruse to do so by closing your books as 
required by the act of January 1, beg 
to advice that the law states specifi- 
cally and emphatically that all dogB 
must be licensed on or berore January 
1, 1919, and after that date should any 
owner who has listed his dog, or who 
owns a dog asks to have same li- 
censed, you should immediately swear 
a warrant for him for the violation or 
this act, or else notity the Sheriff with 
written notice to the effect in order 
that the Sheriff may proceed to carry 
out the provision of this act. 

1 say to you frankly this law is put 
on the statute books to be enforced, 
and you may say to your people that It 
is going to be enforced regardless or 
who the violator may be.

Berlin, December U'— The Gi'rnmn 
cabinot, anticipating a refusal l>y the 
Allle9 to deal with the present gov- 
ernment anil tin- Soldiers' anil Work- 
men's Council, nccnrding.to the Tnglo- 
blatt of Berlin, is considering convok- 
ing the HeichstaR to give the govcrn- 
ment a parliamentary basis. 

Dr. W. S. Solf, the minister of for- 
eign alalrs, has handed in his resigna- 
tion, vhlch has been accepted by the 
cabinet 



London, November 12 — In conse- 
quence of the anpporl he is receiving 
from the Prussian Guard, newly ar- 
rived in Berlin, Premier Krieilrlch Kb- 
ert Is taking a stiffer attitude toward 
the S lartacus group, the special cor- 
respondents in Copenhagen of the 
l.i j i.l, n papers are advised. 

"The proletariat must be prepared 
for the worst," the Red Flag, organ 
of the Spartncus faction. Is quoted as 
saying. 

Berlin's welcome to the Prussian 
Guards on Tuesday was solemn, ac- 
cording to Berlin advices. The troops 
marched under the German national 
colors, and the hands played "Deut- 
schland tJoer Alios." 

Premier Elbert welcomed the sol- 
diers. Mis speech to the soldiers is 
reported as follows: "Your deeds and 
sacrlPces are unexampled. No enemy 
overcame you. Only when the pre- 
ponderance of our oppoents in men 
and material grew ever heavier did we 
abandon the struggle. With deepest 
emotion the homeland thanks you. 
( You can return witli heads erect. 
Never have men done or suffered more 
than you." 

A sergeant replied to the effect that 
the watchword now must he "Quiet", 
He said that the soldiers desired the 
convening of the National assembly at 
the earliest moment and did not want 
to be led away from the "secure path 
of quiet and order by Dr. Kai l I.leb- 
knecht or other dreamers."

On Active Service with American Ex- 
peditionary Forces. November II, 1 !»1 H. 
Mr. Horace Cochrnn. 

Mnysvllle. Ky. 
Dear Sir: 

I am now in the hospital in South- 
ern France. I was at the front from 
October 13th to November 7th. The 
trip liked to have put me out of busi- 
ness, but I had made Dp my mind to 
stay until we went to the front If I 
never got back. We were sent back 
on November 7th. We fought all thai 
day and were to go over the top at 
four p. m.. but Fritz had left for parts 
unknown. I was up within ten klll<>- 
tnetcrs (6.:' miles) or the city of Sedan 
and I have been all through the Ar- 
gonne Woods. That place Is ns near 
Dell as I ever want to he. There were 
thirteen ot us ofticers who took fifteen 
hundred men to the front. As far ns 1 
can find out. I am the only olllcer left 
I don't know how ninny men were 
killed lint there were Rome of them 
killed on November 1st. almost at my 
feet. I had just moved from the spot 
myself It was n shell from a long 
range gun. If there was a safe place 
over here while the fighting was on. 
I Called to find it. If you were behind 
the lines the Aeroplanes made It hot 
for you. also the long range guns. I 
never felt so perfectly helpless before 
In my life until I got amongst thnxe 
areoplnnes. They sure make your hair 
stand on end. 

1 will have to tell yon the res' of 
my experience some other time. I will 
know tomorrow if I go on duty with 
troops in Germany or come en home 

You can read this letter to my 
friends as there is nothing of any im- 
portance and I can't write to them 
I am hardly able to write this letter. 
The doctor spent most of yesterday af- 
ternoon with me nnd he said It would 
take me some time to get on my feet 
again. 1 have been trying to write 
you ever since I have been over here 
and tills is the only time I have ever 
Telt like I could stay in one place long 
enough to write a letter.
